The biggest grain shipments out 
of Vulcan in the last 12 years are 
currently under way by the CPR, 
according to travelling representa¬ 
tive Bill Babuk. 

Records beyond 1954 are not 
available but between Aug. 1, 1965 
and June 13 of this year 923 cars 
of grain were shipped. Thirty-three 
cars were spotted Monday of this 
week and between May 28 and 
June 4, 113 ears were placed for 
loading here. At least 25 more 
cars will toe in the yards this week. 

Total volume of this crop year’s 
shipments are estimated so far 
at about 1,755,000 bushels end 
some elevators now have space 
availatole. 

It is possible though, that be¬ 
cause of the longshoremen’s strike 
at Montreal, grain shipments 
from this area will be af¬ 
fected as Saskatchewan grain 
which normally goes east, may be 
re-routed to the west coast, caus¬ 
ing adjustments in Alberta 
deliveries.

How Much To Pay To Spray 

Experience and experimental re¬ 
sults place the average loss due to 
weeds at five dollars per acre, says 
Henry Friesen of the Lacombe Ex-^ 
perimental Farm. The losses re¬ 
sult from reduced yields, dockage, 
and lowered crop quality. 

Farmers often wonder how much, 
they cah affOwHd ypend on spray¬ 
ing and still make tnoney, he says. 
Herbicides costing up to three 
dollars an acre liave shown pro¬ 
fitable returns in farm use where 
weed infestations were heavy. How¬ 
ever, in allocating inputs for all 
farm operations this price would 
limit usage to serve infestations. 
A price of $1.50 to $2.00 per acre 
would be more realistic margin of 
return related to inputs for fer¬ 
tilizers and Ullage, .says Mr. 
Friesen. It would also extend the 
benefits of clieniical weed control 
beyond those fields with critical 
infestations. 

Farmers must realize the limit¬ 
ations of 2,4-D and the economic 
benefits possible from the proper 
use of some of tlio newer but higher 
priced herbicides. Since the $5.00 
per acre loss is an average figure 
for a large area, some farmers 
have a much wider margin to work 
on. Individual field assessment is 
nece.s.sary to decide on the outlay 
for herbicides in relation to .tillage, 
fertilizers, and crops to be grown. 

Weeds such as wild buckwheat 
and wild mustard are strong com- 
IJftitors with grain but judicious 
luse of herbicides is necessary to

emergence. 

Wild oats compete very strongly 
with grain crops, particularly wheat 
and flax. If they are to be controll¬ 
ed, the cost ot the selective wild 
oat killers has to be considered in 
relation to delayed .seeding with 
barley and oats. Some weeds are 
not such strong competitors with 
grain so the severity of the in¬ 
festation can be greater before 
there is virtue in spraying. Simi¬ 
larly, .some cro|is compete better 
witti certain wteds and it might 
be wi.st^ to grow a difterent crop. 
It has boon shown for example, 
that 10 mustard plants per .square 
yard reduce Uie yield of flax, but 
50 per s(iuare yard wore required 
to produce the yield of wheat. 

Losses from perennial weeds such 
as Canada and Sow thistle tend to 
be higher than losses from annual 
weeds. It has been found that as 
few as 12 thistle shoots per square

(Continued From Front Page) 
widowers. Consideration to handi¬ 
capped was reqiie.sted in public 
buildings. 

Mrs. Jasman’s organization have 
asked for ammendments to the 
Canadian divorce laws. Increased 
exemptions in the Estate Tax Act, 
more flexible adoption laws. 

All these recommendations had 
been made to Premier Manning 
and mern'oers of the cabinet and 
the speaker outlined the' response 
given from that body. 

She urged the organization to 
back the Preventative Social Ser¬ 
vice Act which is being introduced 
in Alberta in July and in .support¬ 
ing statistics told the convention 
11 hours of counselling was $8(X)0 
saved to the taxpayer in welfare; 
20 hours meant an estimated sav¬ 
ing of $17,000. 

.IK K.U.A. 

Cecil Hoven of Eckvillc, Alberta, 
Jr. FUA vice-president, spoke of 
rural poverty. In this eountry, he 
said. 25,0(X) farmers have a gross 
ineome of less than $2500 from 
their farms. Twenty-two per cent 
of all Canadian farms are under 
the $5(X)0 mark in annual income. 

He urged stronger support of 
the FUA movement from the 
young people and outlined coming 
activities at (2amp Gold-eye, in¬ 
cluding a junior .seminar July 3 
to 7. 

RESOLUTIONS 

Of the 19 resolutions presented 
13 were carried, some with rather 
meagre enthusiasm; three were de¬ 
feated, one was tabled and two 
failed to ' have backing from 
movers and seconders. 

The convention urged the federal 
government on the necessity fpr 
more satisfactory grain movement 
to terminals in the coming crop 
year and passed another resolution 
emphasizing to the government 


that farmers of Eiastern Canada 
and B.C. be required to pay their 
own way in establishing and oper¬ 
ating agency and storage facilities 
in hantlling their grain. 

The convention endorsed a re- 
.solutiun requiring truckers pur¬ 
chasing farm products to be 
bonded. 

Formation ol one Alberta farm 
organization was urged and the 
meeting voted to delete the term 
"Union" from such an organization 
name. 

More realistic income tax exemp¬ 
tions were reciuested. Concern was 
voiced over the rising cost of liv¬ 
ing and a department of consumer 
affairs requested. 

Criminal records for boys con¬ 
victed of felonies should be erased 
if no further offence occurs within 
five year.s, the delegates felt. They 
al.so urged thut boys under 18 be 
tried in family courts. 

A motion favoring stanii)ing the 
grade on pork products rtx.'eived 
weak .sui)port but wa.s carried. 

Tho,meetin,g also favored forcing 
councillors to comply with the 
rate|>ayer.s’ wishes as reflected in 
a majority plebi.scite, and endorsa- 
tion of an amendment governing 
nursing homes which would permit 
patients to be absent for 96 hours. 

The government was asked to 
clear ditches along provincial high¬ 
ways of debris and hazardous 
rocks. 

CIIAROLAIS CATTIJ: 

In a motion introduced from the 
floor the Federal Minister of Agri¬ 
culture was asked to place an em¬ 
bargo on export of any of the re¬ 
cently imported Charolais breeding 
stock for a period of five years. It 
was pointed out Canadian rate¬ 


payers had been placed to con¬ 
siderable expense to bring in this 
stock, the purpose being to im¬ 
prove this country’s breeding stock. 
It Is now learned American 
breeders are watting for the 
quarantine release on many of the 
animals. 

A motion objecting to removal 
of the provincial succession duty 
tax was defeated, as wa.s a request 
that farmers be allowed to with¬ 
draw from the Canada Pension 
Plan. 

An FUA policy resolution was 
tabled.
